Last year, a jury found Bradley 
Barton not guilty of first-degree 
murder in the death of Cindy 
Gladue, a 36-year-old sex-trade 
worker who was found dead in 
a tat htub in an hdmonton motel 
room in 201L 

Gladue bled to death after a 
night of what Barton called con¬ 
sensual. rough sex. 

But Crown piosecutorjoanne 
Dart an a criticized the trial judge‘s 
charge to the jury, saving he 
shoukl have explained that Barton 


could have been found guilty of 
a lesser charge if he should have 
foreseen his actions would harm 
Gladue. Thai would have opened 
the possibility of a sexual-assault 
conviction, she said. "He ought 
to have known that what he did 
risked bodily harm." she said. 

Chief Justice Catherine Fraser 
agreed the trial judge’s instruc¬ 
tions to the jury were confusing. 

On the one hand, the Law says 
people are not allowed to consent 
to being banned. On the other, 
the judge SEtid the Crown had 
to prove that Barton intended 
to harm Gladue. 

“What's the jury supposed to 
make of this? 1 " she asked. 

Fraser pointed out previous 
decisions have thrown out con¬ 
sent as a defence in cases of vol¬ 
untary fist-fights.

Council 
passes 
plan for 
Northlands 

City aatmdlbrs voted to defer the 
§4S-mi]]it>n debt that Nnrthkinds 
owes, it Tuesday and also to study 
converting Rexall Place into a 
multi-sheet ice arena. 

The ]notion— to defer North¬ 
lands' debt payments to the city 
For at least a year — also pro¬ 
posed considering combining the 
Expo Centre and Shaw Confer¬ 
ence Centre under one organiza¬ 
tion, and to start work toward re¬ 
developing the current racetrack 
and hams into a neighbourhood. 

Council also directed its ad¬ 
ministrators to look for part¬ 
ners on the proposal to turn 
Rexall Place into a recreational 
[ce arena. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
Rexall proposal is worth at least 
a closer look, because it could 
bring people to the area as a 
tournament site. ''That’s worth 
putting money into, because it 
drives strong tourism results 
and potentially some unique 
outcomes for amateur spoils." 

He said it's important the city 
consider ways to keep the build¬ 
ing open and act ive, “If you board 
it up, that's really bad for the 
neighbourhood," he said. 

Combining the city's two com 
vention centres is probably some¬ 
thing that should have happened 
some time ago, Iveson said, be¬ 
cause the city has a stake in both. 

Northlands CEO Tim Reid said 
the deferral gives the organiza¬ 
tion time to think and come 
up with the best possible plan 
for the area. "It gives us an op¬ 
portunity to build a plan for the 
betterment of the city, not just 
the betterment of Northlands."’

near 11 Street and 111 Av¬ 
enue, with what police say 
was a stolen knife, 

Officers had responded 
to a call about a suspicious 
person at the home around 
12:. 13 p.m. that day H where 
they found two bodies. Po¬ 
lice say the suspect broke 
into the home. 

Roberts is charged with 
first-degree murder, posses¬ 
sion of a weapon, breach of 
recognizance and two counts 
of break and enter.

Behind every great pianist is 
someone like Bruce BischofF. 

The Sherwood Park man is 
the piano technician For the 
Jubilee Auditorium, dozens of 
local churches, universities and 
sometimes the Win spear Cen¬ 
tre. He's worked for Tony Ben¬ 
nett and k.d. lang. and jammed 
with members of Supertramp. 

Now, he's the subject of a 
documentary. 

"I'm the concert artist who 
never gets applause," Bisthoff 
said. 

Di rector Marie-Fiance Cue r- 
rette with Productions Loft first 
met Bis chaff when he tuned 
her piano more than three 
years ago, and his passion for 
the instrument left a strong 
impression. 

Filmmakers followed Bisc- 


hoff for 70 hours of filming 
over six months to make the 
hour-long documentary, The 
Secret Life of Pianos, which 
debuted to more than 200 
people at Metro Cinema last 


week. In more than three dec¬ 
ades as a tech, BischofF has 
built a reputation not only as 
one of the best in the business 
but one of a dying breed who 
tunes entirely by ear. 


"It's kind of a cool, inside, 
bizarre job that very few people 
ran do. So once you can do it, 
if you can do it well, you're 
in," he said,

istsand musicians really need 
done, but just can't do it them¬ 
selves." 

He views the pianos he tunes 
as living, breathing expressions 
of their players. 

While other techs rely partly 
on machines for tuning, Bisc- 
hofflikens the work of a tun¬ 
ing machine to that of a drum 
machine —relentlessly perfect, 
but leaving no room to breathe. 

"Pianos are produced by hu¬ 
mans, maintained by humans 
and listened to by humans, 
played by humans, all of wh ich 
are imperfect," he said. 

“So there’s quite a bit of 
room for subjectivity when it 
comes to tuning, even though 
we’re trying to tune to this 
equally tempered scale that's 
been only around for 100 years 
or less."

From death 
to resolve

When a jury found Bradley 
Barton not guilty of first-degree 
murder last year in the death 
of Cindy Gladue, it sparked 
protests across the country. 

Now, women's groups are 
welcoming the chance to re¬ 
open the discussion around 
sexual assault and consent, 
and it's a discussion that's be¬ 
ing driven by groups working 
in hdnionton. 

A small crowd gathered on 
the steps of the Edmonton 
courthouse Tuesday morning 
to remember Gladue. 

“It was good, we had smudg¬ 
ing and the prayers — in lots of 
ways it was a memorialsaid 
Muriel Stanley Venne, founder 
of the Institute for the Advan¬ 
cement of Aboriginal Women, 
which organized the rally. 

T he Alberta Court of Ap¬ 
peal spent the day hearing 
arguments about whether to 
overturn the acquittal of the 


Ontario tracker charged with 
killing Gladue in an Edmonton 
hotel room in 2011, 

The IAAW partnered with 
the Women's Legal Education 
and Action Fund on a submis¬ 
sion to the court that criti¬ 
cized the way the trial was con¬ 
ducted. The brief said Gladue 
was consistently dehumanized 
and stereotyped as “native. 1 ' 

It was important they had 
an opportunity to make a writ- 
ten submission to the court 
because of the larger import¬ 
ance of the case, legal director 
Kim Stanton said. 

“I think it's important that 
the court hears from organ¬ 
izations like LEAF and the 
Institute about the nature of 
consent and how the law of 
consent relates to women's 
equality," she said. 

Stanton points to the fact 
they were allowed to make a 
submission, and the upcom¬ 
ing inquiry into missing and 
murdered indigenous women 
as signs the violence faced by 
indigenous women is starting 
to be addressed. 

Stanley Venne said the pro¬ 
ceedings raise important ques¬ 
tions for all women. 

“As far as the Institute of 
Advancement of Aboriginal 
Women I'm looking at this as 
the most important case we'll 
ever be involved in."

Rogers Place will have expanded 
food options and signature cock¬ 
tails compared to the building it 
replaces, but local brewers won't 
be on tap when the building 
opens this fall. 

The Oilers Entertainment 
Group unveiled the menu Mon¬ 
day. The team has partnered with 
catering company Aramark — 


known to many for providing 
food at universities and other 
huge institutions — to deliver 
food at 16 concessions, 11 fixed 
bars and 16 portable stands. 

Susan Danington, the build¬ 
ing's general manager, said they 
aimed for a menu that would 
offer food unique to Edmonton. 

"We wanted to make Rogers 
Place a truly Edmonton facility, 
so we went out into the commun¬ 
ity and we looked at what makes 
Edmonton special. 1 ' she said. 


Some of those more Edmon¬ 
ton offerings include a pemgy 
dog and chicken shawarma. 
Many of the food suppliers for 
the building are local farms in¬ 
cluding Black Apron farms beef 
and lnnisfhil lamb.

Trudeau raises 
concerns with 
China’s elites 

When Justin Tmdeau raised 
concerns directly with China's 
political elite about their hu¬ 
man-rights record, he says he 
acknowledged Canada isn’t 
perfect. 

The prime minister shared 
more details Tuesday about 
his high-level talks last week 
with Beijing, sessions that 
included fare time with 
President Xi J inping and Pre¬ 
mier Li Keqiang. 

Trudeau told a business 
luncheon in Hong Kong that 
he brought up his concerns in 
those meetings, ranging from 
consular cases, rule of law, 
governance and corruption. 

“(1) talked about the chal¬ 
lenges, but also talked about 


the fact that Canada is not im¬ 
mune to criticisms on human 
rights, either.” he said during 
an on-stage interview hosted 
by the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce in Hong Kong. 

“The perspective that a lot 
of countries have is, 'Well, 
you know, foreign countries 
or foreign observers shouldn't 
be criticizing what are inter¬ 
nal matters to us.’” 

He said he pointed out how 
a UN rapporteur put out a 
“scathing report” a few years 
ago on Canada's treatment of 
Indigenous Peoples, of mis¬ 
sing and murdered aboriginal 
women and girls and other 
challenges.

Entomologists rally around bullied girl 


Seven-year-old Sophia Spencer 
loves bugi so much she had her 
hair cut short so it wouldn't get 
in the way while she was catch¬ 
ing them. 

She keeps more than a dozen 
pet grasshoppers in a dinosaur 
bucket and Mason jar at home. 
Last year, her favourite bugs were 
snails, and the year before that 
she was fascinated with worms 
and ants. 

After moving ffom &amia to 
Alexandria, Ont., and switch¬ 
ing schools, her obsession with 
insects set her apart from the 
odier kids and made her the butt 
of cruel jokes, according to her 
mom, Nicole. 


The teasing started on the 
first day of school. Sophia was 
carrying a caterpillar around 
and talking to it, as she's prone 
to do, when a girl said: ’'You're 
weird. You shouldn't be playing 
with bugs." 

The bu living only got worse, 
Nicole said. When Sophia 
brought another caterpillar to 
show-and-tell. a boy asked lo see 
it after — then stomped on it. 

"Nobody would go near her,” 
her mom said. 

She notified Sophia's teach¬ 
ers and still nothing changed, 
she said. The bullying had taken 
such a toll on her daughter’s con¬ 
fidence that she wrote a heart¬ 


felt email to the Entomological 
Society of Canada. She asked die 
society 1 to arrange a chat between 
Sophia and an insect specialist, 
to encourage her love of bugs. 

“1 want her to know from an 
expert that she is not weird or 
stiange (what kids call her} for 
loving bugs and insects," Nicole 
wrote. 

The email found its way to 
Jackson Morgan, the society's 
social media volunteer and a 
PhD student in entomology at 
Guelph University. 

"1 was heartbroken ” he re¬ 
called. "1 don't like hearing about 
anybody being bullied, especially 
about something Fm so passion¬ 


ate about.” 

He posted the email to Twitter, 
where it grabbed the attention 
of entomologists internationally. 

By Friday, more than a hun¬ 
dred people agreed to be her 
pen pal. said Morgan. The social 
media discussion took on a life 
of its own under the hashtag 
#BtigsK4Girls as entomologists 
the world over posted words of 
encouragement and pictures of 
themselves with creepy crawiies.

Hurricane Newton shattered wire 
daws, downed trees and knocked 
out power in parts of the twin 
resorts of Los Cabos on Tuesday, 
but residents were spared the 
kind of extensive damage seen 
two yean, ago when t hey were 
walloped by a stronger storm. 

Newton made landfall al the

Dog owners ditching 
prepared dry foods

Raw, cooked 
options trend 
becoming 
niehe business 

It seems like kismet that one of 
the inspirations behind Planet 
Pup, a Winnipeg dog bakery, 
was a pooch named Biscuit. 

Deb Kurdydyfc, who runs the 
business from her kitchen, said 
the idea came to her after she 
started cooking hot organic 
meals for her Shepherd-Rott¬ 
weiler mix and wondered. why 
not start baking cookies and 
cakes too? 

Planet Pup specializes in 
bone-shaped dog biscuits and 
birthday cakes. The treats, 
which are sold online and at 
some select local retailers, come 
in a variety of flavours includ¬ 
ing Wild Pacific salmon and 
smoked gouda, and elk, apple 
and blue cheese. 


The niche business and 
others like it are hoping to 
corner a market that may be 
poised to grow in the future. 

According to market re¬ 
searcher buromonitor, pet 
owners in Canada are still opt¬ 
ing for prepared food due to 
convenience, but a rising num¬ 
ber are turning to oiganic and 
raw pet food. 

A turomonitor report re¬ 
leased in June says while pre¬ 
pared dog food accounted for 
an S7 percent share of total dog 
food consumption last year, that 
is expected to decrease this year. 

Karen Schiavone has been 
selling raw dog food at Barkside 
Bistro in Toronto's east end for 
three years after her two dogs 
died on the same night, both 
from cancer. “1 realized it was 
probably the food," said Schia- 
vone, who also offers a deliv¬ 
ery subscription sendee.

EU close to banning 
American lobsters 


The buropean Union will con¬ 
duct a more extensive review of 
a proposal to ban lobsters im¬ 
ported from the U.S. and Canada 
after a scientific panel concluded 
Sweden raised valid points in its 
request to declare the American 
lobster an invasive species. 

The international dispute 
started when Sweden an¬ 
nounced it had found 32 Amer¬ 
ican lobsters in the country's 
waters earlier this year and that 
they pose a threat to native crus¬ 
taceans. How the American lob¬ 
sters ended up in Swedish waters 
is unclear. 

Sweden's Agency for Marine 


and Water Managemen t con¬ 
tends the country is right to be 
cautious about the appearance 
of a foreign species. 

The agency also says more re¬ 
search is needed into the impact 
of cross-breeding of American 
and buropean lobsters. 

EuE Robert S. Steneck. a Uni¬ 
versity of Maine scientist, con¬ 
tends American lobsters don’t 
pose a threat to European lob¬ 
sters in part because winter 
ocean temperatures along the 
coasts of European countries are 
too warm for American lobsters 
to reproduce,

PAUL WELLS ON FEDERAL RESEARCH FUNDING 



In giving $900 million to 
only 13 institutions and a 
few dozen researchers, the 
Liberals highlighted some 
disturbing trends in Canada's 
national science effort. 


Ai first glance, the parade of 
cabinet ministers on univer¬ 
sity campuses across Canada 
yesterday might have looked 
like evidence of a new era in 
federal support for science. 

Scott Krison was on hand 
at Dalhousie University in 
Halifax, which will work with 
the University of Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island and Newfound¬ 
land's Memorial University 
on a multidisciplinary ocean- 
studies project. The size of 
the grant from Ottawa: 594 
million. 

Kirsty Duncan and Eardish 
Cbagger were in Waterloo, 
where the Institute for Quan¬ 
tum Computing picked up 
576 million to create power¬ 
ful new technology using 
quantum physics. And on it 
went: S7S million for flood 
and drought prediction at the 
University of Saskatchewan. 
5S4 million for brain research 
at McGill. £94 million for 
big data at the Universite de 
Montreal. £75 million for 
clean energy at each of Al¬ 
berta's two biggest universi¬ 
ties. 

In all, 13 centres of higher 
learning split £900 million in 
grants under the Canada first 
Research Excellence fund 
|CFREF) h whose website says 
it was designed to help Can¬ 
adian post-secondary institu¬ 
tions become "global research 
leaders. 1 * 

Specifically —■ and this feet 
was not emphasized at any of 
the announcements on Tups 
day — it was designed in 3014 
by the former Conservative 
government, whose finance

minister at the time, the 
late Jim Flaherty, announced 
CTREE in his 2014 budget.

Rut paternity is not the 
only interesting question to 
arise from yesterday's an¬ 
nouncement. Thar £900 mil¬ 
lion, distributed among only 
13 institutions and a few 


dozen researchers, serves to 
highlight some disturbing 
long-term trends in Canada’s 
national science effort. 

CTREE was created to allow 
big science in Canada to bulk 
up so it could compete against 
world leading research insti¬ 
tutions abroad. Rut it comes 
along at a moment when 
everyday science — the day- 
to-day efforts of researchers in 
labs across the country — has 
been struggling. The 1 larper 
government held the line on 


most operating grants to re¬ 
searchers, so fewer and fewer 
research applications have 
been receivi ng funding. The 
Canadian Institutes for Health 
Research, the main federal 
government vehicle for fund 
ing medical research, has seen 
its "success rate" fall to 13 per 
cent, and it will probably lull 
further 

That leaves a lot of frus¬ 
trated and disillusioned 
scientists, many of them 
the younger early-career re¬ 
sear r hera who are entering 
precisely the period in their 
careers when most scien¬ 
tists do their most surprising 


and productive work. Tony 
Pawson, die British-born cell 
biologist who died in Toronto 
in 2013, opened up a whole 
new field of lucrative and life¬ 
saving anti-cancer therapies 
with research that didn't cost 
much, showed little obvious 
promise, and began when he 
was 21. 

Michael Hendricks, a Mc¬ 
Gill University biologist, point¬ 
ed out yesterday that with 
S7Q0 million — less than the 
amount that was spent yes¬ 
terday — Ottawa could fund 
"1,000 Canadian research labs 
that are already equipped and 
ready to go but are starved for 
operating funds.'" 

Does it make more sense to 
bet big on 13 research insti¬ 
tutes or to bet long on 1,000 
quiet explorers? Maybe you 
should do a bit of both, it's 
not as though the Trudeau 
government is ignoring the 
question; a federal review of 
science funding is underway, 
led by former University' of To¬ 
ronto president David Naylor, 
with a mandate to report by 
the end of the year, 

Naylor is a pit bulk and 
his panel's website suggests 
it's considering precisely die 
sons of questions I've raised 
here. But its composition is 
weighted toward administra¬ 
tors over early- and mid-career 
researchers, and derisions are 
being made even as it does its 
work. It will do little good to 
decide, after S9O0 million has 
been spent, that other choices 
might have been wiser. 

Strong day-to-day advice 
might help while the expert 
panels do their consulting 
But 10 months after the gov¬ 
ernment was sworn in, Tru¬ 
deau and his science minister 
have not appointed a senior 
federal science adviser, some¬ 
thing they promised to do in 
the last election.

Peter Mansbridge plans to step 
down from the anchor chair 
of CECs The National after 
Canada's 150th birthday cele¬ 
brations next July 1, 

Mansbridge, 68. has held the 
post at CECs flagship news 
program for almost 30 years. 

His tenure includes covering 
every federal election since 
1973 and anchoring all 10 since 
1984. He has also hosted eight 
Olympic opening ceremon¬ 
ies. most recently in Rio last 
summer. 

Here are a few facts about 
Mans bridge: 

How he began 

It’s true: Mansbridge’s broad¬ 
cast career began in singular 
fashion in 1968. when he was 
working in the Churchill, Man. 
airport. He was a 19-year-old 
baggage handler at the time, 
filling in on the intercom. The 
station manager at the local 
CEC radio station heard his 
baritone over the intercom 
and offered him a job on-air. 
Mansbridge worked on CBC 
Radio's news service to the 
North and, by 1976. he was 
covering Parliament Hill. 

Rambling childhood 

He was born July 6, ig-lS in 
London, England, into a for¬ 
eign service family and spent 
much of his early childhood in 
Kuala Lumpur in the federa¬ 
tion of Malaya (now Malaysia). 
He moved to Canada as a cb ild 
after his father took a job in 
Ottawa with the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment. He didn't make it to 
the end of Grade 12, droppi ng 
out to join the navy 

He was honourably dis¬ 
charged. 


Higher education 

He doesn’t have a high school 
diploma and didn't atte nd jour¬ 
nalism school. He does have 
nine honorary degrees and was 
named Chancellor of Mount .Al¬ 
lison University in New Bruns¬ 
wick in 2009. 

Toughest i ntervi ew 

He has particularly non-fond 
memories of an interview 
with former British prime 
minister Margaret 1'hate her. 
“Few things go wrong, but 
when they do they're kind 
of catastrophic,” he recalled 
to Toronto Star’s Antonia 
Zerbisias. “1 remember inter¬ 
viewing Margaret Thatcher 
and it was just a disaster. Jt 
was when she was on a book 
tour after she got out of the 
job (as British prime minister) 


and she kept accusing me of 
not having read her book, 
which sadly 1 had and it was 
brutal ... and 1 don't think 
she even wrote it. That was 
just one of those really awk¬ 
ward interviews that 1 didn't 
handle well. It was just bad," 

Mentor and big brother 

Mans bridge was offered a co¬ 
hosting spot by CBS on This 
Morning in November 1987 
and there were reportedly 
big bucks attached. Knowi- 
ton Nash, then lead anchor 
of Ihe National and chief 
correspondent of CBC News, 
offered to step aside to keep 
Mans bridge north of the bor¬ 
der. Mansbridge assumed the 
chief correspondent and lead 
anchor role in May 1988, re¬ 
placing Nash. 


Mansbridge once told the 
Star that Nash was “everything 
From a big brother to a col¬ 
league to an uncle to a really 
good friend to a mentor.” 

No shocker he’s leaving 

“I've made it very clear to 
everybody that 1 have no in¬ 
tention of doing this job with 
a '7' in front of my age,” he 
told the Star’s Vinay Menon in 
May 2014. He added: "When I 
started, a young person would 
stop me and want a picture 
because they were a huge 
fan,” he says. “Then it be¬ 
came, ‘My mother loves you. I 
need to get a picture,’ Now the 
thing that’s starting to creep 
in is,'My grandmother loves 
you.’ So you kind of know the 
direction this is going.”

The luxury coupe competi¬ 
tion has become slide and the 
only fresh new vehicles are 
coming from unusual sources, 
like the new, but polarizing 
Lexus RC. 'id turn that trend 
around, the new C-Class Coupe 
has to be fantastic.
